SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The DVD entitled Slipknot: Welcome To Our Neighborhood is classified as: 
Objectionable except if the availability of the publication is restricted to persons who 
have attained the age of 16 years. 

The DVD contains a feature that has previously been examined and classified as a 
video recording. The video recording, entitled Slipknot Welcome To Our 
Neighborhood, was classified as objectionable except if the availability of the 
publication is restricted to persons who have attained the age of 16 years, with the 
descriptive note "Contains offensive language". This decision was registered on 18 
May 2000. 

The feature on the DVD includes an identical version of the original feature plus 
approximately eight minutes of additional footage which runs after the final credits and 
results in an extended feature. There are no other components apart from two notices 
and a scene selection facility. There is nothing in the feature's extra footage which 
would require the DVD to receive a different classification than that given to the video 
version of the publication. 
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
